One of Tillman’s escorts says he thinks 
Tiiiman said: “I received your message,” 
and then fired. The other companions of 
Tillman say they, did not hear anything, but 
think they would have heard any’ words if 
they were spoken. 


Victim Tells of Affair. © 

Gonzalez gave an explicit statement of the 
affair before beirig put under anaesthetics, 
He was emphatic in saying that he had not 
sent any message to Tillman at any time, 
and that Tillman said nothing until after he 
fired, and after he had shot he said something 
about taking him (Gonzalez) at his word, 

Gonzalez said he tried to avoid Tillman 
when he saw him today. 

Gonzalez and Tillman passed each other 
frequently since the opening of the legisla- 
ture on last Tuesday, but there was no en- 
counter, no word passed, and no recognition 
of any kind before today. 

Throughout today’s affair Tillman was 
perfectly cool and collected, sober and un- 
excited to’all appearances. 

Tillman was asked for a statement, but 
said he had been advised by his counsel to 
say nothing, and he followed their advice. 


Little Hope of Recovery. 

“The bullet entered Gonzalez’s right side 
between the eighth and ninth ribs, and 
passed through the body. The bullet was 
picked up on the pavement. 

Surgeons performed an operation upon 
Gonzalez late this afternoon. The operation 
was regarded as successful, but, in the judg- 
ment of the physicians, the wounded man has 
only one chance in five to live. 

At midmight the surgeons issued the 
lowing bulletin: | 

Pulse, 121; respiration, 31; resting easily.”’ 

| Cause of the Shooting. 

The cause of the shooting was that during 
the recent primary election Gonzalez bit- 
terly opposed Tillman in his race for gov- 
ernor. During the campaign Gonzalez in his 
paper called Tillman a ‘debauchée and 


fol- 


‘criminal candidate and a proven liar.” 

The trouble between the two men first 
grew out of a fight between Senator Tillman 
and Senator McLaurin on the floor of the 
senate. Major Micah Jenkins, who had 
served with Roosevelt's Rough Riders in 
Cuba, was to have been presented with a 
sword by the people of South Carolina. The 
presentation was to have been made by 
President Roosevelt. When President Roose- 
velt withdrew his invitation to a state 
dinner in Washington, which he had sent 
Senator Tillman, because of the fight, Lieut. 
Gov. Tillman withdrew the invitation to the 
Président to present the sword. 

Gonzalez took up the matter in his paper 
and bitterly denounced Lieut. Gov. Tillman. 
He repeated the . denunciations made on 
many occasions and dared Mr. Tillman to 
deny them. 

Tillman once challenged Gonzalez to a duel, 
but: was ignored. 

Gonzalez is a member of a famous fighting 
family, being the son of Ambrose José Gon- 
zalez, who,’ with Narcisso Lopez, began the 
struggle for Cuban independence in 1845. 
He is now 45 yearsold. He himself served 
in. the ranks’ of the Cuban insurgents in 
1895, when he went to Cuba and enlisted as 
a scout with Gen. Gomez, doing notable work 
for the insurgent army. His three brothers 
fought for Cuba and are known as daring 
men. Gonzalez organized the Colgmbia

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GRAND JURY ALLY 
DOES A SIDE STEP 


Manufacturers’ Association 
' Agrees to Armistice with 
the Coal Dealing — 
Enemy. 


AGREES TO INVESTIGATE. 


Civic Board to Probe Condition, 
the State's Attorney 
Will Keep Hewing 


A “treaty of peacé” has been arranged 
between the Illinois Manufacturers’ associa- 
tion and the bituminous coal men, whose 
investigation by th jury the associa- 
tion incited, 

The sudden and unexpected céssation of 
active hostilities in the midst of 4 session of 
the special grand jury was brought about by 
a conference between the coal committee of 
the association and a delegation of leading 
coal men yesterday. Although in many 
quarters tHe ‘‘ change of base ” is looked on 
as an ending of efforts to bring & conspiracy 
to light, members of the Manufacturers’ 
| association declare it is nothing more than 
an armed truce. ; 

That the association, In adopting the coal 
men’s plan for another solution of the coal 
troubles, has entirely abandoned the grand 
jury investigation,its members deny. The 
state’s attorney holds to thé position that 
it doesn’t matter what change may have 
come over the association now. The investi- 
gation will go on. The process of the law 
having been started, a grand juror declared, 
there will be no-stop, and today the milis of 
- justick will.grind as merrily as they did be- 
fore the association and the coal men be~ 
came friends. 

Must Answer Subpoenas.

MORGAN HIPS AT GATBS 


FINANCIER EXPLAINS’ LOUIS- 
VILLE AND NASHVILLE DEAL. . 


Declares His Company Bought Road 
for fear Chicagoan Might Injure 
Southern, and Then Turned It Over 
to Atlantic Coast Line, Having Con- 

fidence in That Manage ment—Tes- 
timony Given Before the Thterstate 
Commerce Commission. 


New York, Jan. 15.—[Special.]—J. Pierpont 
Morgan today explained to the interstate 
commerce commission the purchase of the 
Louisville and Nashville railway by the At- 
lantic Coast line, declaring he bought the 
stock from John W. Gates to keep him from 
hurting the southern railways. 

The t @ny was given in the case of the 
Kentucky railroad commission, which com- 
plained that the Louisville and Nashville- 
Coast line merger is in violation of the inter- 
state confmerce law. The complaint against 
the Ilinois Central was dismissed at the re- 
quest of Attorney General Pratt of Ken- 
tucky. The companies denied all allegations 
of violating the law, and counsel said the 
books and traffic agréements were open to the 


public. 
‘Morgan Tells of Deal. 

Mr. Morgan opened by saying he was the 
head of his firm and that the firm had tenor 
twtlve members, he was not sure how many 
He had nothing to do with the purchase of 
the 806,000 shares, except to approve the coen- 
tract when made. The deal was explained to 
him by Messrs. Perkins and Steele. Mr. 
Morgan presumed a conference was held with 
Mr. Gates about the Louisville and Nashville 
stock sale. He was never a @irector of the 
Southern, but thought his partner, Steele, 
WAS. 
Mr. Morgan could not remember the pre- 
liminaries of the Monon purchase. A sen- 


| tence in a circular sent out by his company 


Aug. 27, 1902, was mentioned. It advised 
stockholders of the Southern to make no 
change in the management until after the 
settlement of certain matters pending. 

We were trying,” said Mr. Morgan in ex- 
planation, “to prevent anyone getting hold 
of the stock like they got hold of Louisville 
and Nashville and kffécking it into a cocked 
hat. He considered it important to the 


Nashville. The option on the Gates stock 
was secured April 15, and he did not know jn 
August who would buy it. 


' Feared Gates Would Hurt Roads. 

“Mr. Gates had the stock,” sald Mr. Mor- 
gan, “‘and operated a pool which controlled 
it. No one knew what he was doing. I took 
the stock away from Gates and put it where 
it would not hurt the Southern. At the time 
we sold it we held for others. 

‘We found Mr. Gates and his ‘associates 
had control of the Louisville and Nashville. 
When Gates came to us we found he had con- 
trol of 306,000 of the shares. That gave 
him control. The Northern Pacific expert- 
ence of the year before made us aware of the. 
danger to the Southern stock, a so we 
made arrangements with Gates. I knew the 
sale to the Atlantic Coast railroad would not 


seuth.”’ 

Mr. Morgan said at one time he came near 
returning the Louisville and Nashville stock 
to “‘ Gates and the others,’’ and that his in- 
terest in the transaction was merely as a 
banker. He denied that the Southern had 
anything to do with the purchase or sale of 
the Louisville and Nashville stock. His de 
sire was for the maintenance of the general 
business situation in the south, and he 
deemed it unwise that the stock of the Louis- 
ville and Nashville, which was for sale, 
should be “ at the mercy of stock speculating 
firms."’ 

“Did you recommend the Southern rail- 
road to secure the Louisville and Nashville 
stock?” asked Mr. Prouty. 

“ Why, no, sir,"’ Mr. Morgan said. ‘* They 
could not hold it. They are paraliel and 
competing lines.’’ Mr. Morgan said he dia 
not believe that any one interest owns as 
much as 5 per cent of the stock of the South- 
ern railway. , 

Steele Tells of Deal. 

Charles Steele, Morgan's partner, said that 
during last April there was great fear that 
Gates would corner Lquisville and Nash- 
ville, and that he met Mr. Gates and secured 
the stock. He said Morgan & Co.'s interest 


| was merely to prevent Louisville and Nash-

President Spencer of the Southern railway 
said the agreement under which the Southern 
railway, through the Louisville and Nash- 
ville, got the stock of the Chicago, Indianap- 
olis, and Louisville, was “ to benefit the lines 
running out of Chicago.”’ Mr. Spencer said 
that, while the joint control of the Monon 
did not affect rates, it did affect the volume of 

‘business, Asked why the Louisville and 
ron, he satd 

“It was for sale, an not want other 
interests to control ‘it.’’ 

Henry Walters, chairman of the board of 

the Atlantic Coast Line company, said: | 


No Agreement as to Rates. 


“We offered to buy the Louisville and 
Nashville, having heard that Morgan & Ca. 
had got control of it, and knowing the bank- 
ers could not operate it. We paid for the 
806, shares $10,000,000 cash,’ $85,000,000 
bonds, and $5,000,000 stock. The $10,000,000 
was raised by sale of stock, every dollar #f 
which was taken by our own stockholders. 
Practically three owners hold the stock of the 
Atlantic Coast Line company, Michael Jen- 
kins and his family, Walter Newcomer and 
his family, and myself. I do no think Mr. 
Morgan owns any of the stock.”’ 

The witness said that in certain circum- 
stances he might vote for a rate war with 
the Southern. There is no agreement condi- 
| tioned on the deal and no understanding by 
| whieh the roads are operating in harmony or 
under one control. 

President Elliott of the Atlantic Coast Line 
company said: | 

“ We bought the controlling stock of the 
Louisville and Nashville just as you would 
buy a box of candy. It was wrapped up and 
delivered to us, and we paid $50,000,000 for it.”’ 

John W. Gates left Chicago two days ago. 
A personal friend, who is conversant wiih 
the “ and N."’ deal, denied emphatically 
Mr. Mérgan’'s statement that he “ took the 
stock away from Mr. Gates” to prevent 
stock jobbing manipulation. 

‘‘Mr. Gates,"’ said he, * was in a position 
to do as he pleased. He could have cornered 
L. and N. and made the speculators settle at 
his own figure. He did not do so because he 
did not want to cause a panic, and not be- 


if Mr. Morgan had not sent Mr. Perkins to 
him in the middle of the night, getting him 
out of bed, to make terms, the L, and N. 
would not have been a speculative football. 
Mr. Gates wag satisfied to own control of the 
road, and was equally satisfied with the 
profit he made by parting with it.”

KAISER IN FRIENDLY MOOD 


SENDS ENVOY TO WIN FAVOR OF 
THE UNITED STATES. 


Baron Speck von Sternberg Declares 
That Germany Has Never Had a 
Diplomatic Incident with America 
—Admits the People of the Two 
‘tions Sometimes Have Misunder- 

“standings, but That Peace Win 
Never Be Broken Because of Them. 


BERLIN, Jan. 15.—Baron Speck von 
Sternberg, the newly appointed chargé d’af- 
faires of Germany at Washington, spent 
the greater part of the day at the foreign 
office. He probably will be received by the 
emperor in audierice next Saturday. He said 
in an interview this evening: 

‘“‘His majesty has been pleased to commit 
to my care one of the dearest objects of his 
external policy; that of extending our friend- 
ship with the United States. 

‘Since the United States was founded, since 
Frederick the Great recognized the import- 
ance of the American colonies, the good 
will of the house of Hohenzollern toward 
them has continued without interruption up 
to the present moment. Neither Prussia 
nor Germany has ever had a diplomatic 
incident with the United States. 


Both Peoples Are Sensitive. 


*“Once or twiée a.portion of the people 
of one country, not understanding the aims 
and motives of the other, has given play 
to unsympathetic feelings and suspicions. 
The Germans are sensitive and the Ameri- 
cans are sensitive, aud the press of both 
countries is free; hence it came about that 
certain German newspapers offended the 
American people during the Spanish war, al- 
though the German government preserved 
a perfectly correct and neutral demeanor at 
that time. It has happened also that a 
portion of the American press has attrib- 
uted to Germany unworthy and covert aims 
in the Venezuelan dispute. I am happy to 
say in. behalf of my government that we 
neither have nor ever have had any purpose 
in connection with Venezuela other than to 
protect German residents there. 


As to Venezuela. 


“One of my immediate duties after pre- 
senting credentials will be to join in the ne- 
gotiations in Washington for a final under- 
standing with Venezuela. Although this 
question is not susceptible to instant set- 
tlement, Germany approaches it with most 
tolerant views, since Castro has shown’ a 
willingness to recognize that we have 
grounds for a grievance. The position of the 
controversy is such that we may expéct a 
conclusion measurably satisfactory to each 
government interested. 

“The Monroe doctrine is an unwritten law 
with Americans, and President Roosevelt in- 
terprets it, as he has on several occasions 
emphasized to the world, as a meaure mak- 
ing for peace. As regards the Venezuelan 
question, I trust’ confidently in the presi- 
dent’s sense of e abd in the tact of his 
eminent advisers.” 

Trade Cgmpetition Keen. 

Talking of trade cogpppetition between Ger- 
many and the United States, Baron von 
Sternberg said: | 

“Commercial rivalry will not prevent us 
from liking each other if we play the game 
fairly. When you are beaten on a point you 
are displeased with yourself rather than with 
the other fellow if h@ has shown good feeling 
and fairness. Each of our countries has its 
strong points and is proud of them, but I 
conceive it ble to be all the more inter- 
ested in each other during the interludes of 
the game because we are competitors. 

‘* Perhaps I am *nore optimistic about the 
situation,” he added, “ as a result of my per- 
sonal knowledge of American character, I 
lived there a long time, and my American 
friends openly tell me that I am about as 
much of an American as they are. Well, I 
was born In England, my mother was Eng- 
lish-Scotch, my wife comes from Kentucky, 

The conversation then turning to the sub- 
ject of the American press, the baron said: ‘‘I 
have the highest respect for American news- 
paper men. The representatives of the lead- 
ing journals, although nearly always young 
and uncommonly energetic, are trustworthy 
men. Their keen intelligence, their excellent 
professional training, and their clear judg- 
ment have always charmed me ina high de-

COLOR LINE KILLS ONION, 


Want Organization to Secure ‘More 
Pay and Correct Abuses, but Resent 

® Presence of Negroes and Do Noth- 
img But Talk—Deciare the Blacks 
Cut Prices, hut This the Accused 
Deny — Both Sides Express Them- 
selves Freely, Then March Out. 


Thirteen washerwomen gathered at 206 La 
Saijle street last night to organize a unéon, 
but they struck a snag on the color ques- 
tion, and the meeting broke up in arow. All 
had grievances and wanted them rectified, 
but they were not willing to accept the aid 
of negroes, and three of those present were 
colored. 

Organézer Charies Fieldstack pleaded with 
the ten objectors, but to no avail He had 
induced the colored women to attend, as 
they were wives of office building janitors, 
and he could see no reason Why they should 
be barred. Sophie Becker, organizer of the 
Chicago Federation of Labor, argued for 
them also, but she was unableto prevent the 
revolt. 

All of the ten objectors came from the 
south side and asserted that in Hyde Park 
and Kenwood they had been forced out of 
work by colored women, who were willing 
to scrub and wash for ten hours at 25 cents 
less than the regular rate. This the colored 
women denied, but the ten would not hear 
them and would not proceéd until they were 
ejected, which neither of the organizers 
would permit, So the meeting broke up. 


What They Are Objecting To. 


The ten came with the view of forming an 
organization to remedy certain abuses they 
assert are prevalent throughout the city. 
These, they declare, do not involye the negro 
women and should not be abolishad for their 
benefit. The abuses are as follows: 

Hanging out clothes in zero weather. 

fires in laundries that are cold and 


Burning soft coal which suliies the clothes. _ 
Fimishing the washing and doing ironing on the 
@ame day. 

In addition the women want more pay. 
Most of them are getting from $1 to $1.60 a 
day now and demand $2, with car fare to and 
from work. 

“I cannot understand .these women,” Or- 
ganize? Fieldsteck remarked when the color 
problem came up. ‘“ Their husbands visit 
resorts with colored men. Many of them 
live next door to colored families, but they 
object to having negroes in the union. It is 


that way. They declare that the colored 
women of the south side have deprived them 
of places and they cannot seem to forget it. 
I will try to get them together Main, for 
they ought to have a union.” 


What the Factions Say. 


“ They ain't goto right to complaint about 
us,”’ said one of the negro women. ‘“ We 
never done them no dirt.

Boston, Mass., Jan. 15.—([Special.}—Mar- 
coni arrived in Boston tonight from the sta- 
tion at Table Head, near Sydney, Cape Bre- 
ton. He said the station was not yet opened 
for general business, as some matters had 
yet to be settled with the Canadian govern- 
ment, and he also wished to give the Poldhu 
station in Cornwall an overhauling.

-Penitent and under the guard of a policeman, 
this 19 year old boy left Hammond, Ind, last 
night for New York City, where he will plead 
guilty to desertion from the United States 


Young Bascom surrendered to the Ham- 
gnond police voluntarily. Walking into the 
station he laid down a letter he had received 
from a wealthy uncle in Iowa and said: 

“Tt want to give myself up. I ran away 
from the navy and am sorry for it. I didn’t 
mean any wrong—I was homesick and ran 
away almost before I realized what I was 
doing.” 


The letter from the Iowa uncle upbraided 
the boy for bringing disgrace to the family, 
nd ended by saying: 

“Until you surrender to the authorities 

- gnd@ suffer the penalty for your misdoings I 

shall not consider you as my nephew. Un- 
less you give yourself up within a week from 
the receipt of this letter I shall revise my 
will and forget that you exist.’ 
_ Young Bascom was locked up and the naval . 
authorities were communicated with. Yes- 
terday the Hammond chief of police was 
directed to take the boy to the Brooklyn 
navy yard. 


For one of his years young Bascom has | 


had more than his share of adventure. Two 
years ago, when his parents lived in Chicago, 


he ran away from home and tried to ship | 


from New York to Cuba, but was appre- 
hended and sent back to Chicago. 

Barly last year, after his parents had 
moved to Iowa, he again ran away and beat 
his way to New York City, where he stowed 
away on the battleship Kearsarge. Three 
* thmes during the cruise that followed was he 
rescued from drowning, one time in tropical 
. Waters which swarmed with sharks. 

Last June the Kearsarge returned to New 
York and young Bascom jumped overboard 
in the harbor and swam till he was picked 
up by a pilot boat. The boy feared to visit 
his parents in Iowa, and remained in Chicago 
for a number of months, finally communi- 

eating with his relatives by letter. The re- 
sult was the ietter from his uncle which in- 
duced him to surrender to the police.
